ATTENDANCE. 


A comparison of the foregoing attendance statistics with those 
of the preceding year will show a decrease of twenty-three in the 
entire year’s enrollment; the same average membership for the 
two years; with a larger average daily attendance, a smaller aver- 
age daily absence, and an increased percentage of attendance 
daily for the school year ending July, r908; the number of cases 
of tardiness has been reduced sixty-nine. 

I have instituted this comparison for the reason that in no other 
way have I been able to get any encouragement from a study of 
the school registers. Hxcuses rather than reasons are still given

for absence ; children still stay away from school from whim, im- — 
pulse, or convenience rather than necessity. Parents, in. too many 
cases, look upon regularity and punctuality as fads of the teacher 
or superintendent, of trifling importance in themselves. 

In my report to you a year ago, I said, ‘‘ Though the parents 
are primarily at fault for the irregularity of their children, the 
teacher cannot avoid a share of the responsibility.” I now wish 
to emphasize that idea. The teacher, more than all others, can 
create a right attitude on the part of the school; can inculcate 
right ideas, and train to right habits. Some correct idea of a 
teacher’s efficiency can be gained from an examination of the 
school register.

THE SCHOOLS. 


Citizens of Stratham expect their children to enter the High 
schools of the neighboring towns fully equipped to compete with 
pupils from the larger schools in those towns. ‘This is right, and 
it is our duty to so equip them. But in justice to our teachers, it 
should be borne in mind that in each of our schools the work of 
the eight grades must be covered, while in the graded schools of 
the city or large towns one or two grades only are assigned toa 
teacher. Our teachers consequently have less time for individual 
work, less opportunity to strengthen the weak places of an irregu- 
lar or backward pupil. 

Arrangements have been made with the proper authorities for 
admission of Stratham children to the Portsmouth High School, 
the Exeter High School, and Robinson Female Seminary without 
examination, provided they hold a certificate of qualification 
from your superintendent. 

The course of study which the teachers are directed to follow is 
“The Program of Studies for the Common Schools of New Hamp- 
shire,’’ issued by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction as 
authorized by law. 
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THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


A superintendent of schools has but one duty laid down by law, 
_viz.: he must have full charge of all employment certificates 
granted to children under sixteen years of age. In all other 
respects his duties and powers are such as are delegated to him by 
the School Board. ‘The rights and powers of the board are speci- 
fied by law; but the board may delegate any of these to the 
superintendent. It follows that a considerable variation in the 
superintendent’s work may exist in different towns, even in towns of 
the same supervisory district. It is, however, generally agreed, 

1. That the superintendent should be the executive officer of 
the board in its relation to the schools. ‘That all orders, resolu- 
tions, votes, or directions relating to the teachers should be com- 
municated to them through the superintendent. 

2. He makes such reports as the board desires, either oral or 
written, in regard to the schools and the several teachers, meet- 
ing the board in person, whenever requested to do so, and in some 
cases at regular times. He makes all statistical reports required 
by law to the state and the district. 

3. Janitors and the truant officer are placed under the direction 
of the superintendent and made responsible to him to the end that 
he may be held accountable for care of buildings and attendance 
of children. 

4. Incase of a vacancy in any teachership, the superintendent 
presents a suitable candidate to the board for election by them. 

5. He recommends suitable text-books to the board, and con- 
fers with the purchasing agent as to the character and quality of 
the supplies to be furnished to the children. 

In most towns, the superintendent purchases books and sup- 
plies, and has entire charge of their care and distribution. 

It is self-evident that no material should be placed in school 
without the approval of this officer, if he is to be held accountable 
for results. 

6. He consults with the teachers; observes their methods, 
giving criticisms in private; endeavors to assist them to do better 
work ; explains to them, individually and in teachers’ meetings, 
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what seem to him the best methods of teaching all the different 
subjects ; keeps them in touch with the course of study ; he gives 
frequent tests of the result of the school work, and points out 
reasons for failure; in short, he places himself in the position of 
adviser and helper rather than that of mere critic, and the greater 
the freedom in consultation the greater the helpfulness. 

7. He is responsible for endorsing all promotions from class to 
class in the school, and passes upon the qualifications of those 
who wish to enter secondary schools. 

8. He conducts all teachers’ examinations ordered by the 
board. ; 

9. It is the duty of the superintendent to know the education- 

al history of the state, to be familiar with educational progress — 
through the country, and to understand the laws of the state re- 
lating to the powers of the district, the duties of the school boards, 
and the reciprocal relations of the teacher to the pupil and parent. 

10. He listens to complaints of parents, and finds a remedy 
when the complaint proves well founded. 

The superintendent of schools is an employe of the school 
board, subject at all times to its direction? He executes the 
directions of the board, and performs the duties prescribed by law 
to the board, which it has delegated to him; but at the same 
time he must be an expert teacher, ready at all times to take a class 
and illustrate methods of teaching., I have thought it desirable to 
present this topic somewhat in detail, for the reason that there is 
much misconception and misunderstanding of the work of a super- 
intendent of schools. 

CONCLUSION. 

I take pleasure in acknowledging the cheerful co-operation of 
the teachers in carrying out suggestions offered by me, without 
which any superintendent’s work would be doomed to failure. A 
superintendent may plan, may criticize, may suggest, but the 
results must be obtained by the teacher’s daily work. 

I thank the board for its confidence in me.

11. To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise 
and appropriate for repairs.
